3. Claims 1-9 and 11-20 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While the 
prior art of Richter and Wille et al. teach some of the limitations of claims 1 and 1 8, 
these references do not sufficiently teach the brush system having the combination of 
the base plate with openings, the resistor housing with air passage openings, and the 
resistor housing being coupled with the base plate such that the openings of the base 
plate are aligned with the air passage openings, and as a result of an additional prior art 
search, it is found that the invention of claims 1 and 18 are a non-obvious improvement 
over the prior art.
